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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The duration of the present House of the People which was extended 
for a period of one year by the House of the People (Extension of 
Duration ) Act, 1976 (30 of 1976 ), is due to expire on the 18th March , 1977 . 
Having regard to the continued operation of the two Proclamations of 
Emergency and the fact that the conditions which led to the extension of 
the duration of the present House of the People by one year also continue 
to prevail, it is felt that it will not be in the larger interests of the country 
to have general elections to the House before its present term expires. 
It is proposed that the dyration of the present House of the People 
should be extended for a further period of one year. Under the provişo 
to clause ( 2 ) of article 83 of the Constitution , while a Proclamation of 
Emergency is in operation , Parliament has the power to extend by law 
the duration of the House of the People for a period not exceeding one 
year at a time and not extending in any case beyond a period of six 
months after the Proclamation has ceased to operate , 


The Bill seeks to give effect to the above proposal .
